Seattle, Wash., June 13.—The petti- 
coat government inaugurated in Seat- 
tle a week ago with a slogan of “hon- 
est and vigorous law-enforcement” is 
beginning to sweep the city clean of 
alleged law violations. 

When Mrs. Bertha K. Landes, wife 
of a dignified college professor, took 
over the reins of civic government 
here last Monday, she announced that 
Seattle was going to see a clean gov- 
ernment. 

Since that time there has been a 
police “shake-up.” Numerous police 
heads were given different assign- 
ments. Two “gold braids’ who had 
been indicted for liquor law violations 
were suspended from duty. William 
H. Searing was made chief of police. 

“Now tell your new police depart- 
ment to cleah up the city.” Mrs. Lan- 
des told Searing. 

Alleged liquor dens were raided, 
gamblers were picked up, police blot- 
ters filled with names of persons. 
charged with disorderly conduct. 


To top everything else Mrs. Landes 
organized a “crime information clear- 
ing house,” which is intended to be- 
come the best law enforcement body 
in the history of this far western 
city. 

But the woman mayor isn’t satisfied 
with*h mere clean-up of alleged vice 
conditions. Her reign over the city 
isn’t entirely made up of “petti- 
coat reform” of crime conditions. 

' She is likewise studying the eco- 
nomics of government. 

“There is a necessity for increasing 
the city’s water supply,” she told the 
United News. “We will start after 
that immediately. Traffic congestion 
presents a big problem here as well 
as in other cities of the country. There 
is a great necessity for keen econom- 
ics to be applied in the management 
of the city. All of this my administra- 
tion must work out. The police prob- 
lem is just one issue. ”

Chicago, June 13.—Twenty-five 
members of the Ladies Garment Work- 
ers’ union made a playhouse of the 
Cook county jail Sunday, celebrating 
their first day of incarceration for 
contempt of court by singing, shout- 
ing and loudly demanding soap and 
— with which to scrub out their 
cells. 

Captain George Weidling said he 
hadn’t seen such hilarious groups of 
prisoners since the old Alimony club 
broke up. 

Miss Marion’ Brostick, 18, the 
youngest of the prisoners, was ail 
aflutter to see Martin J. Durkin, the 
“shooting sheik,” and made such a 
fuss that Weidling had to detail a 
trusty to lead her past Marty’s cell. 
Even then she wasn’t satisfied, but 
the captain would not permit her to 
talk to the sheik. 

The garment workers, convicted of 
picketing in violation of an injunc- 


tion during a strike two years ago, 
range from flappers to middle-aged 
mothers, some of whom left husbands 
and children in charge of relatives. 
They were sentenced to from 10 to 
70 days over the protest of Miss Jane 
Addams and numerous other welfare 
leaders who appealed to Judge Dennis 
Sullivan in their. behalf. 

Judge Sullivan described them as 
“Amazons” and declared that to com- 
mute their sentences would be to de- 
feat justice. The defendants also 
crew fines of from $100 to 
' The prisoners entered the jail in 
the midst of a demonstration by other 
members of the union, who lavished 
flowers and candy on them at the jail 
door. 

Only two men were in the group 
and they were virtually buried under 
a mass of laughing and jesting fem- 
inity which had all but crashed its 
way into the lockup. :

Senate faders

Spoilations Bill 


(By Leased Wire to The- en and 
The Chicago Tribune. 

Washington, June 13. ~ Although 
congress has refused to approve simi- 
lar measures for something more than 
a century republican senate Jeaders 
plan to call up for action during the 
closing days of the sessions the #rench 
spoilations bill. 

President Coolidge has recommended 
passage of the bill which provides for 
payment of $3,248.202.47 to heirs of 
persons who suffered loss from seiz- 
ure of cargoes and vessels by the 
French during a preiod just prior to 
1801. The depredations occurred 
while France and Great Britain were 

at war, neutral shipping as well as 
that of the belligerents being indis- 
criminately seized and condemned. 
The United States in a subsequent 
treaty relieved France of any obliga- 
‘tion to compeysate American citizens 
for illegal seizures and spoilations of 
their vessels and cargoes in compro- 
mising counter cldims involving the in- 
sistence by France that the United 
States make good a guaranty to take 
sides with her and .to protect her 
American possessions.

FEDERAL AID ASSURED. 


The action of the senate Friday 
in passing the federal aid road bill 
assures a continuance of the same 
amount of federal aid for «state 
highways and bridges in Georgia 
for the approaching fiscal year as 
has been available during the pres- 
ent year. This is not quite but 
almost $2,000,000. — 

The senate acted wisely in pass- 
ing the bill. For a while it was 
sidetracked, and some fear was ex- 
pressed that it might be caught in 
the closing jam, but opposition to 
its final passage was too weak to 
admit of dangerous juggling. 

All accepted federal aid roads are 
Strategically located for military 
purposes, and are post roads by 
mandate.

When Poor Boy Sought Job 


“The express business,” says J. B. 
Skaggs, president of the Southeastern 
Express company, “began away back 
in 1837, and was the idea of a poor 
New England boy who’s sole capital 
was $10, and who had no job in 
sight. . 

“In 1837 there were but few railroad 
trains in this country and the postal 
service was not very good.

Bishop to Seniors 


Athens, Ga., June 13.—(Special. )— 
“Nothing can satisfy the human heart 
but the knowledge of God,” Bishop 
Warren A. Candler, of Atlanta, said 
here today in the annual University 
of Georgia commencement sermon. The 
bishop spoke in Woodruff hall to ap- 
proximately 3,000 persons this being 
his second commencement sermon at 
the university. 

He said the greatest tragedy that 
can befall man is ignorance of God 
and he advised the graduating class 
to cling to their faith and knowledge 
of God above all else. He declared 
that God cannot be reached through 
study of theology or philosophy al- 
though he said a systematic study of 
theology is necessary to good preach- 
ing. 

“God can be known only by the 
methods employed by the Biblical 
heroes—contact with Him,” he declar- 
ed, “to know a man one must deal di- 
rectly with him; to know friendship 
one must have a friend; to know the 
power of mother life, one must have 
a mother and to know God and enjoy 
the knowledge and promise of life
